Gustav Aburg Olosson, 
who confessed 


to murdering his son, Waitei, agerl II 
years, with arsenic in beer, was given an- 
other leoee.of life by the postponement of 
his-trial, when his consel announced that 
additional material evidence could be se- 
cured if time were allowed. 


Besides this tbe good people of the 


community were horrified to learn that 
in this little burg two people, crazed by 
religion, had almost starved to death 
without anyone knowing it. 


And lost, but not least, it has been an- 


nounced that a syndicate of Doylestown 
men has purchased the big Steel Stock 
Farm and will next year re-establish the 
old county fairs.

numerous paragraphical 
items, so to 


spcaL.> 


Much surprise wan expressed over the 


continuance of tbe trial of Olosson, the 
confessed Morrisville murderer, as it was 
expected that at last he was to anwser 
for his horrible crime. The prisoner, 
more untidy and shaggy looking than, 
ever, came into court shortly bufore it 
convened on Thursday 
morning and 


many curious eyes were turned in bis 
direction. 
He seemed 
perfectly cool 


and interested in everything going on. 
As one of his attorneys, Calvin S. Bay- 
er, Esq., passed him he bowed politely 
and continued to gaze about him. His 
beard was long and shaggy, 
having 


grown much since bis incarceration and 
was unkempt, but he gave no indica- 
tions of the mental 
weakness which 


will probably be the defense offered 
in 


his behalf in his trial. 


There was a bush of expectation when 


District Attorney Shelly asked tbat the 
case be taken up anil tbe Oourt inquired 
if the defense was ready to proceed with 
the trial. 


Attorney Harvey S. Kiser then arose 


and said that it was with reluctance, but 
a full realization of his duty to his 
client, that he was about to ask fo* a con- 
tinuance of the trial. He said he could 
not complain of a lack of time to prepare 
the case or that he and bis associate had 
been without funds except their own to 
conduct itrbut because they had learned 
just the evening before from Thomas W. 
E. Barlow, Esq., of Philadelphia, that 
there was testimony of value, bearing on 
the mental condition of their client, 
which they hud not discovered but which 
could be secured, and might make a dif- 
ference in the disposition of the ca»e. 


Upon being eallec. upon District Attor- 


ney Shelly eaid that under the circum- 
stances he could otter no objections to 
the continuance as it was bis duty to see 
that tbe prisoner has a fair trial. 


Judge Mablon H. Stout then said that 


in view of tbe fact that there might pos- 
sibly have to be a re-trial m "ase or« con- 
viction and the discovery afterward of ma- 
terial evidence, lie would grant the con- 
tinuance. 


Olosson, if he understood tha proceed- 


ings, met them stolidly. 
The trial will 


now probably come up in February. 


For some months children have locked 


With awe and feur on a little tightly 
closed up brick bouse on South Main 
street because of its loneliness and spooky 
ippearanee, and evsn the neighbors hard- 
ly were aware that anyone lived there. 
So it came ae a great surprise, Thursday, 
when Constable Albert R. Atkinson and 
Dr. William H. Kirk, the landlord, broke 
into the house and found the two inmates, 
August Beochter, aged 37 years, and bis 
mother, Catharine, aged 60 years, craznd 
over religion and almost starved to death.

tbe second floor and a spirited discussion 
ensued, /there was no dcubt that the 
man was insane and that he was starving. 
He opposed their^ further entrance bat 
they proceeded. 
They fouua every room 


in the house sealed up in the same re- 
markable manner—every door, every key- 
hole, every window, and even the stove 
pipe boles—mid everything showing tbe 
greatest filth and squalor. 


When asked why this was Beucbler ex- 


plained in a sepulchral voice that they 
did it to keep oat the "shadows and spir- 
its, but they got in anyhow," he said. 
"The devil squeezed through the screen- 
ing over the pipehole," and the spirits 
bothered them continually. He was the 
representative of tbe Lord, he said, and 
the "Holy Angel" had been caring for 
him and his mother so that they did not 
have to eat anything. Peop'o had tried 
t'i poison them, he continued, and they 
had only eaten two crackers a day last 
week and nothing for a week before he 
was discovered, ftte mother was found 
up stairs in bed, starved and emaciated, 
too weaK to get up and hardly able to 
walk. 


It was easily seen tbat they were reli- 


gious fanatios who had gone crazy and 
were almost dying, and commissions in 
lunacy were appointed who declared them 
demented. 


Friday morning Officer Atkinson and 


reporters again entered the house and 
took the unfortunate mother and son to 
the County Jail as they were in too seri- 
ous a condition to be moved to the Asy- 
lum. 
They were too weak to offer resist- 


au«e, but August 
anxiously inquired 


whether they were taking him to the 
"devil's hole" and intended to give him 
poison. Assured-that they were not and 
that bis mother would be with him he 
went willingly. 


They consented to 
take the warm 


bread and milk given them- at the jail 
and they will probably recover. How 
they have managed to live so long is a 
mystery as they have not oeen seen on 
the streets for weeks. They seldom came 
out of the house "neighbors declare and 
those with whom they talked say they al- 
ways talked of shadows and spirits. They 
were ordered oat of one house because 
they sealed \i up in inch a remarkable 
fashion. August told the officer that he 
bad once worked in a Williamsport fur 
niture factory where he had -bis eyes 
"blown out by eating whiskey and meat" 
and the manufacturer has been asked for 
information.

week's letter. It was a sho't term and 
cases dragged along because tnere was 
little to do, many of the contested cases, 
including the railroad companies were 
continued or settled. 


Delia Hull, of Morrisville, who was 


charged with perjury escaped as the 
Grand Jury did not fled a true bill. 


John Sehllcht, of Quakertown, who was 


convicted of nuisance while drunk, proved 
to be a good-natured German with a 
Weber & Fields walk, who let liquor get 
the better of him. The Court suspended 
sentence. 
John passed out of court with 


a broad smile, waving a good by to every- 
body. 


District Attorney Shelly did not press 


the charge against Charles Montague, 
who waa indicted with his brother, Will- 
iam, for stenling wire from the Philadel- 
phia, Bristol & Trenton Railway Com- 
pany. 


Charles W. Barber, who admitted that 


he was convicted of arson in this court 
when a boy fifty years ago and was after- 
ward pardoned having been found inno- 
cent, was found guilty of committing a 
nuisance in using vile language at Mor- 
risville, but on account of his age tbe 
sentence was only two months in 
the 


Oounty jail.

The testimony showed that the watch 
and money was found later at a place 
where Eormendy had fallen down while 
drunk, and the defense claimed that this 
was tbe way the prosecutor lost his vain 
ables. The jury seumed to think the 
same way and the prisoners were set free. 


Henry D. Steffy, of Ohalfont, rleaded 


guilty to forgery and was sentenced to a 
year in tbe County full.

Tilton, of Philadelphia, two young boys 
Who stole a horse and wagon and a lot of 
merchandise from Oari's father, W. B. 
Oarr, ot Ivyland, and were captured in 
Philadelphia. 
Having previously con- 


fessed to the thefts and the boys pleaded 
guilty and their attorneys made pleat 
t hat sentence be - suspended. Parents of 
both boys were present. Judge Stout said 


that he believed it would be-a-bad ex- 
ample to let either of them go without 
punishment and sent them to the Hunt 
ingdou Reformatory. 


Mi» Katie Slatko, a comely young 


Bristol woman, was the accuser of Arthur 
Rue, of the same town, whom she charged 
with assault and battery with intent to 
commit rape. The latter charge was 
abandoned, but Rue smilingly admivted 
the aisault which consisted of an em- 
brace. Miss Slatko told how Rue had 
made insulting proposal* to her and her 
desperate resistance.

The 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, the Constitution sajs, shall be ap- 
portioned among the several counties on 
a ratio obtained by dividing the popula- 
tion of the 81 ate BD ascertained 
by the 


most recent United States census by 200. 
This population is 6,802,151, which di- 
vided by 200, makes the ration 81,510. 
Every count} containing less than iBve 
ratios shall liave one representative for 
every full ratio and an additional repre- 
sentation whore the surplus exceeds half 
a ratio; but < ach county sbail have at 
least one r«p esentative. Every county 
containing five ration or more shall have 
one representative for every full ratio. 
As the population of Bucks county was 
7.1,190 the idtio, 31,610, goes into it 
twice with a fraction less than enough to 
entitle us to the third representative, 
That's easy, but the Senatorial re-appor- 
tionment la much more complicated. 
1 he Constitution, with what seeuis to be 


an unwise provision, arbitrarily fines the 
number of Senatorial districts at fifty, of 
' compact and contiguous territory as 
nearly eqnal in population as may be, 
and each district shall be entitled to elect 
one Senutoi." The Senatorial 
ratio 


shall be ascertained by dividing the 
whole population of the State by 
the 


number 60, 
which would be 126,042. 


Now each Bounty 
containing one or 


more ratios 
of population—129,042— 


ahull be entitled to one Senator for each 
ratin, and to an additional Senator for 
a surplus of population exceeding thiee- 
fifths of a ratio, but 
no" county shall 


form a separate district unless it shall 
contain four-fifths of a ratio, 
except 


where the adjoining oountfes are each 
entitled to one or more Senators, when 
such county mar be assigned a Senator on 
less tlian four-fifths and exceeding one- 
half of a ratio, arid no county shall be 
divided unless entitled to two or more 
Senators. I a the case of Bucks county, 
four-fifths of a ratio is 100,883, theiefore 
we are not entitled to a separate Senator 
unless the enjoining counties are each 
entitled to one or more Senators, in 
which case we may have a Senator on 
one-half ratio or 63,021 population. Our 
adjoining counties 
arc 
Philadelphia, 


Montgomors, Luhigh and Northampton. 
Philadelphia niii Montgomery haie pop- 
ulation enough for separate Senatorial 
districts. Lehigh county lias a popula- 
tion of 93,8!)3 and Northampton county 
99,687.

There are those who contend and with 


reason, that, notwithstanding the man- 
date of the Constitution that the State 
shall be re- ipportionod after eacli na- 
tional 
ccnmts, as 
it has been de- 


layed so lone, it would be better to Wait 
until 1910, as it will be another year be- 
fore the law can be put into effect, and 
then it will be about time to have it 
done all over again. However, the Ian 
gunge of the Constitution is plain and 
an eqnitoblo bill undoubtedly will be 
passed at tho extra session tho fiist of the 
year.

The' Department of Agriculture, 
the most important to the»farmera of al 
onr institutions, states in a bulletin that, 
for the lack of good roads, the farmers 
suffer more than any other class,and thai 
is this whii'h constitutes the greatest 
drawback to rural life. It is obviously 
unnecessary, therefore, 
to discuss the 


benefits to be derived by them from im- 
proved roads. 
The 
Department has 


gathered facts which enable it to pub- 
lish 
broadcast that "those localities 


where good roads have been built are be 
coming richer, more 
prosperous anc 


more thicky settled, while those which 
do not jiossf as these advantages in trans 
portation are either at a standstill or 
are becoming poorer and more sparsely 
settled, and—continues this government 
authority—"if these conditions remain 
fruitful farms may be abandoned and 
rich lands t'O to waste." One of the 
results of bad wagon roads is that life 
on the farm becomes isolated and bar- 
ren of social enjoyments and country 
people in some communities suffer such 
great disadvantage that 
ambition is 


checked, energy weakened and industry 
paralyzed. 
Common sense sums up for 


us tie benefits of gobd roads. Like good 
streets, good roads make habitation along 
them most desirable; they economize 
time and force in transportation of pro- 
ducts, reduce wear and tear on horses, 
harness and vehicles, and enhance the 
market value of real estate 
They raise 


the value of farm lands and farm pro- 
ducts to the producer and yet cheapen 
the latter to the consumer who now buys 
from the middleman, and they always 
beautify the country through which they 
pass; they facilitate rural mail delivery 
and are a potent aid to education, reli- 
gion and sociability. Charles Summer 
once said: 'The road and the schoo 
master are the 
two most important 


agents in advancing clviization." Com- 
jnon sense toadies that the difference be- 
tween good and bad roads is equivalent 
to the difference between profit and 
loss. It tenches that good roads have a 
money valnu to the whole people as 
well as a political and social value, ape 
'leaving out convenience, comfort, social 
and refined influences which good roads 
always enhance, and looking at 
them 


only from the "almighty dollar" side, 
they are found to pay handsome 
divi- 


dends each year. 
People 
generally 


have come 10 realize that road building 
is a public matter; common sense de- 
clares it to be a function of government, 
and that tho best Interests 'of American 
agriculture and of the American people 
as a whole demand the passage of the bill 
to extend government aid in the matter. 
It is a measure of wealth-conserving 
common sense.

Does the cut 
of a coat flavor the dishes of a dinner or 
add a bouquet to the sparkling cham- 
pagne? A uniform is necessary for sold- 
iery but strangely illogical in social life. 
Too often a dress suit stiikes in and 
makes a foel of a fellow. A man in a 
dress suit is not necessaiily a fool, but 
too often a wine man in made to look like 
one. 
No fixed apparel is possible for all 


creation. 
But let no inwardly protesting 


mortal seriously think if dress reform. 
Better for men to suffer the ills they have 
than fly to others they know not of. Men 
are dressed slaves but this perhaps is bet- 
ter than the lot of women who are the 
blavea of dress. 


Unhappy would he be who could read 


all the newspapers and terribly bewilder- 
ed is he who reads many. The perusal of 
two or three appears to have become a 
necessity, and so much so that a school

readers seems called for, wherein 


shall be taught to detect the illogical and 
discriminate between possible and prob- 
able and above all to recognize the truth 
in its simplicity when confronted by var- 
ious versions of the fame story.

really 
able newspaper reader should 


make a good judge, even if not a lawyer, 
as one able to weigh the value of testi- 
mony, contradictory and otherwise. 


The question arises, here, whether two 


reporters, one of nervous and the other 
of phlegmatic temperament, could, if eye 
.witneGses, report an occurrence in so 
nearly identical a manner that the reader 
would get the same impression whether 
he read one account or the other. Prob- 
ably not. The excitable or nervous man 
Boee more than really happens, while the 
cCld blooded chap does not see all that 
occurs. One is moved, too, by details 
that have little importance, 
but which 


appeal to him; the other sees the major 
characteristics and if he sees, too, the 
minor, ignores them as wholly inconse- 
quential. The pendulum swings too far 
in either case. The entire significance oi 
what transpires, is not realized by either. 
Generally, the simple truth does not ap- 
peal to the reporter. 
He thinks of the 


effect of his version on the reader and is 
more concerned with editorial .approba- 
tion than the dissemination of know- 
ledge per se". 


The art of reporting has an important 


bearing on history, giving this subject 
wider consideration 
How far, we may 


well wonder, do we know what really hap- 
pened centuries ago? Only a few facts, 
and these incidents of such importance 
the world was moved by them. The sig- 
nificance of such facts, as individuals in- 
terpreted them, have less value and none 
at all except to students of human nature. 
As time passes, the originally, sharp 
outlines of occurrence and opinion are 
less and leas plainly discerned until, at 
last, we accept both as of eqnal value as 
history. Surely he would be rash, who, 
today, undertook to dissociate what really 
happened and the recorder's comments 


thereon, In Iliad oir Odyssey; or to deter- 
mine bow far prejudice affected Herodo- 
tus or Livv, leading them from the paths 
of verity. Indeed, can anyone tell the 
truth of any person whom he or she dis- 
likes? 
Especially, she. As to history, 


never • thrilling story yet told but had a 
basis of fact, but what of thi superstruc- 
ture? 


How common it is to realize the full 


significance of <t remark or an incident 
when too late to be beaefitted by this 
late unfolding of the actuality in its 
proper light. It is probable that the 
measure of man's intelligence is the 
degree of promptness to see oornpreben- 
svely or to at once grasp the situation. 


''.if I had thought of that in time, 


things would have beeh) different," is a 
common remark and be surely is happy 
who never has occasion to say jt; but 
are there such people? If so, where 
are they? 
Mingled with the common 


run of people, they would prove curios- 
ities and be enviously stared at.

Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
Company 
was 


fonnd early Sunday morning by Con- 
ductor Baker aud motoiman McGowau 
of the trolley company. 


When the Bret ear of the Philadelphia, 


Bristol and Trenton Trolley Company 
came through from Bristol about 1 a. m., 
Sunday, conductor 
Baker noticed the 


body of a man, Iu a huddled position, ly- 
ing against the abutment of the railroad 
bridge near the car barn. He thought 
the man was asleep, however, and did 
not flop. 
When he passed the day track 


walker, James Vaes, near Morrisviile, he 
cignalod to him that a body was lying 
under the bridge. Vaee investigated and 
found the daad body of Magliocco. 


Voes waa an intimate 
friend 
of 
the 


murdered man and was prostrated with 
print at the discovery of the foul crime. 
Ho went to the car barn and telephoned 
to the Morrisville tower. 
Deputy Coro- 


ner Hue, of Bristol, 
was notified 
and 


went to the scene. He directed Under- 
taker Jesse Morris, of Morrisville, to 
tnko charge cf the body. 
District At- 


torney Shelly of Do^lestown, 
was noti- 


fied and 
a pnat-mortem 
examination 


waa held. 
, 


Dr. 
Kunsmoo, 
of Morriaville, per- 


formed the fMitoimy aud it was found 
that the man'b fctoinach was fairly rid- 
dled. A nrngKle-loading shot gun had 
evidently been used and the charge was 
made up of cudinary shot and ragged 
lead, hluge as large un tlin end of a man's 
little finger 
The smnll Intestines were 


perforated in thhty places arid the large 
intestines in five or six places. From the 
nature of the wounds it was plainly evi- 
dent that the unsuspecting victim had 
been shot from above. The murderer 
must have aloud on the bridge and waited 
for the track walker and fired down on 
him as ne passed beneath the bridge. 
After being shot the Italian must have 
crawled from the ttack dnd reached the 
abutment of the bridge where he was 
discovered by the tiolley crew in the 
morning crouched against the bridge sup- 
port. 


Dsputy Coroner Ruo searched the body 


and found that apparently nothing had 
been disturbed. A shot had struck the 
man's watch and dented the case. 
A cor- 


oner's jury was empaneled, composed of 
B. F. Taylor, Arthur O. Wright, Harper 
Orozer, Edwin A. Newman, Je?ae Morris 
and Lewis B. Bond. The inquest has 
not yet been held. 


The exact time tiiat Maglioceo met his 


death is not solved. 
He was due to re- 


port at the tower in Morrlgville at mid- 
night and he missed this report. This 
was not taken to m»an that he had mot 
with accident, as track wuli.era sometimes 
fail to report. 


His card shows that he exchanged time 


cards with the track, walker at Tullytown, 
no it IB assumed that he was shot about 
10 o'clock. 


A number of Italians in the colony 


where Magliocco boarded spoke well of 
the dead man and said that he had two 
brothers in Rochester, N. Y., and one in 
Italy. One of his brothers lived in Tren- 
ton until about a year ago. 


Coroner Rue said that nothing wiie 


found on the body to give any clue to the 
murderer or to indicate that the track 
walker had any enemies. 


The Italians seen said that they did not 


know of any enemies of the dead man. 


Two letters «are found on the body. 


The missives were Aritten in Italian and 
came from Italy and have no« set been 
•translated. 


Other papers showed that the man eent 


money to Italy through an office in Tren- 
ton. 


Maglioceo was 24 years old and board- 


ed with Joseph Alloy on Richarda street, 
Morrisville. He has worked for the rail- 
road company for about eleven months 
Until recently he was employed aa a la- 
borer. He was considered a good work- 
man by hia employers and he was pro- 
moted to reliet track walker.- Saturday 
evening was only his second trip on the 
section of truck. 


Trad' walkers notified the railroad com- 


pany after the murder that they were 
afraid to walk in that section at night for 
fear of their lives. 


The company then ordered Detective 


Dennia Frawley to remain in the neigh- 
borhood of the murder during the night 
and gee that the track walkers were not 
harmed. 


The detective met the track walkers on 


their rounds and escorted them a good 
distance past the place. 


While waiting; for the track walkers to 


appear Detective Frawley made a thor- 
ough search of the neighborhood, but 
found no clue of tho murderer. All paaa- 
ersby had to give a good account of them- 
selves tu the detective. 


Directive Frawley waa aelected -to do 


duty there because of his courage and 
valor. 
When asked to go to the place the 


detective cheerfully consented. He was 
heavily armed and any one caught vio- 
lating the law near 
the lonely place 


would have been placed under arrest. 


Since Contractor John T. Dyer began 


operations on the Pennsylvania Cut-off 
yards at Weet Morrisville over a year ago 
there have been several serious stabbing 
affrays and assaults among the hundreds 
of Italian laborers who live in shanties 
at that place. 


Over a dozen Italians are now serving 


time in Doyleatonn jail for being impli- 
cated in tights there. 
Only recently one 


of the laborers was seriously shot in the 
breast and several others were stabbed. 


There have been also mnny fights in 


Morrisville when the men received their 
monthly pay.

Mew Law January 1st. 


After January 1st of next year every 


birth and death in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania must be reported to the officer in 
charge of the district wherein it occurs 
and certificates issued by tbe authorities. 
The late assembly appropriated $20,000 
for the establishment of a central bureau 
of vital statistics to be under the supervi- 
sion of the state board of health and have 
charge of the state registrate of births 
and deaths. The state will be divided 
into registration districts, one for each 
city, borough and township. This new 
department will relieve the assessors of 
a portion of work, " aa heretofore they 
have attended to the registering of births 
and deaths, leoeiving a fee of five cents 
for each ono. A state registrar, a medical 
practitioner for at least ten years, will be 
at the head of this department, and a lo- 
cal registrar will preside over each dis- 
trict. All deaths must be promptly re- 
ported to him and no one can be int »red 
until a death certificate has been issued, 
giving the name and occupation 
of the 


daceaaed, the cause of death, parents 
name and addresses, etc. Each birth 
must also be reported and a certificate 
must be issned for each child. The re- 
gistrar provides blanks and received a fee 
of 25 cents for each birth and death re- 
corded. 
The state registrar gets a salary 


of $5,000 per year with $8,000 for four 
assistant clerks and $5,000 for incidental 
expenses.

The company proposed to 
expend on buildings and machinery for 
the works the sum of $500,000 and would 
employ at tbe outset about two hundred 
hands .and when tbe works were oomplet-, 
ed about four or six hundred persons.' 
Specimens of the ore were placed on ex- 
hibition at the drug store of Dr. Pursell.

AN AUSTRIAN CUSTOM. 


How the Curious Law About doling 


House* at NlEht Operate*. 


One of the oddest of the Austrian 


Ac- 
cording to law, every house must be 
closed from 10 o'clock at night until 8 
tfclock the following morning During 
that time each bouse is In charge of an 
attendant known as the "hausbesor- 
ger," or caretaker. In large apartment 
buildings this hausbesorger is usually a 
uniformed porter. Every person eater- 
ing the house between 10 at night and 
6 in the nyjrnlng must pay to the haus- 
besorger 20 hellers (4 cents). 


This gives rise to a curious condition. 


Naturally the man who comes home at 
early hows need not necessarily pay 
anything, while the man who habitual- 
ly gets in at 2 or 3 in the morning; is a 
frequent contributor to the hausbesor- 
ger's bank account Inquiry of the 
hausbesorger concerning Mr. A may 
result In the startling Information that 
he is a most disreputable, mean sort of 
man, while the nlghthawk Mr. B 
undoubtedly be landed as a sp'endld 
fellow of excellent reputation. As a 
conservator of the public morals, there- 
fore, the hausbesorger can hardly be 
called a success.—Outlook.
